Receipts  from  tobacco  were  over  four  times  as  great  as  in  19^^ 
lacgely  because  of  price  regxilations  which  for"'-.e.de  th©  future  sale  of 
cigar  type's 
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until  the  latter  part  of  December.    The  increase  in  fruit  crops  in  19^  also 
"brought  alDOut  large -gains  in  receipts  from  fruit  in  all  States.    The  gain  of 
k  percent  over  last  year  in  cash  receipts  from  livestock  and  livestock  products 
was  due  mostly  to  a  general  increase  in  income  from  eggs  throiighout  the  region.

Cash  receipts  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  in  the  East  North 
Central  Region  dropped  12  percent  "below  i'e"bruary  IShk  mostly  "because  of  a  severe 
decline  in  income  frpm  the  sale  of  hogs  in  all  States.

Cash  receipts  from  crops  in  Pe^bruary  gained  2h  percent  over  Je'bruary  19^J^ 
in  the  West  North  Central  Region.    Receipts  from  corn  and  wheat  made  largest  * 
gains.    Income  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  in  Je'bruary  dropped  25 
percent.    Income  from  hogs  was  less  than  half  as  great  as  last  year  and  receipts 
from  "butt  erf  at  and  eggs  also  dropped  rather  sharply.

Income  from  crops  during  the  first  2  months  gained  3^  percent  over  the 
same  period  in  lSkk»    Receipts  from  to"bacco  were  more  than  twice  as  great  as 
last  year,  and  income  from  oranges  and  cotton  also  rose  a'bruptly.    Receipts  fr«m 
livestock  and  livestock  products  dropped  k  percent  during  the  first  2  months 
owing  to  the  severe  decline  in  income  from  hogs,  although  receipts  from  eggs, 
milk  and  cattle  gained  substantially. 

South  Central  Region 

Receipts  from  crops  during  Je'bruary  in  the  South  Central  Region  nearly 
doubled,  compared  with  last  year.    Income  from  to"bacco  in  Keatucky  and  Tennesse 
made  pronounced  gains,  and  for  the  region  as  a  whole  was  more  than  5  times  as 
great  as  in  19i|4.    Receipts  from  cotton,  wheat,  truck  crops  and  grapefruit  also 
made  definite  gains.

Cash  r^erceipts  from  crops  in  the  Western  Region  in  Fehruary  sliowed  a. 
gain  of  "5  v>^^ent  over  19^,  mostly  hecause  of  rather  substantial  increases 
in  income  rrom  truck  cro-ns,  oranges,  prunes,  a-oToles,  cotton,  and  dry  field 
peas.     Income  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  dro"D-oed  9  "nercent,  as 
receipts  from  hogs  declined  sharply  in  all  St^  es.     Gains  were  made  in  most 
States  in  receipts  from  milk  and  cattle. 

For  the  first  2  months,  receipts  from  crops  increased     percent  over 
last  year.     Gains  in  income  from- truck  crops  and  gi^apefruit  were  quite  gen- 
eral.

Total  cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings  in  19UU  were  19,790  million 
dollars,  2  percent  ahove  the  revised  estimate  of  19, "^^0  million  dollars  in 
19^3.  and  36  percent  ahove  the  cash  income  of  lU-,S02  million  dollars  in 
1919 1  the  largest  figure  for  any  year  in  the  last  vrar  -neriod. 

Government  payments  in  I9UU  rose  to  80U  million  dollars,  20  nercent 
above  19^3*     The  increase  was  due  largely  to  payments  on  the  Dairy  Production 
Program  which  did  not  become  effective  until  October  19U3. 

Cash  receipts  plus  Government  payments  in  I9UU  amounted  to  20,59^ 
million  dollars,  3  percent  more  than  the  total  for  I9U3  of  20,012  million 
dollars. 

Total  receipts  from  farm  marketings  "olus  Government  payments  represents 
cash  income  included  in  the  gross  income.     Gross  income  also  includes  the 
value  of   agricultural  products  produced  on  the  farm  and  used  in  the  farm  house- 
hold, as  well  as  an  imputed  rental  value  for  the  farm  homeSv  Expenditures 
incurred  in  farm  production  are  deducted  frdm  the  gross  income, to  arrive  at 
net  income  of  farmers  from  current  operations. 

Incomes  of  all  classes  of  worker^  increased  in  19UU.     The  .index  of

'    Total  cash  receipts  f roifl.  f arm  marketings  ,  at  19,790  million  doll^.TS, 
including  the  most  recent  rBvisions  for  both  crops  and  livestock,  are  ^37 
million  dollars  less  than  the  total  of  the  estimates  by  States  presented  on 
■oage  13  of  the  Feb'ruary  issue  of  the  Farm  Income  Situation,  which  amounted  to 
20,227  million  dollars.     This  estimate  was  obtained  by  cumulating  the  monthly 
estimates  of  total  cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings  as  -published  in  the 
.monthly  issues  of  the  Farm  Incbme  Situation  during  the  calendar  year  I9UU.

Meat  animals}-  Cash  receipts  from  marketings  of  meat  animals  for  19UU 
amounted  to  5.705  million  dollars,   3  -percent  less  than  the  income  of  5,?(o'=^  millior. 
dollars  in  19^3*     Income  from  cattle  and  calves  showed  a  very  slight     gain  over 
19U3,  but  -cash  receiiDts  from  hogs  and  from  sheep  and  lamhs  declined. 

Cattle  and  Calves The  weight  of  the  cattle  and  calves  -nroduced  in  19^^ 
was  ahput  2  percent  greater  than  in  19U3.     Average  -orices  for  cattle  in  the 
United  Spates  during  I9UU  were  nine  loercent  less  than  in'l9'-'3;  average  -orices  for 
calves  were  7  percent  less..  The  value  of  the  sales  of  cattle  and  calves  which  in- 
cluded the  value  •f  outshinments,    local  <=slau-hter  and  farm  slau-hter,  amounted  to 
2,607  million  dollars,  1  loercent  above  19^"^.

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Cash  receipts  from  the  sale  of  hogs  in  the  United  States  during  I9UU 
declined  5  pecrcefrrt.   Decreases  in  income  in  Georgia,  Oklahoma,  Texas,  Kansas 
and  Minnesota  were  especially  acute.    Recei-ots  in  New  York,  New  Jersey,  Ala.bama 
and  Montana  v/ere  somewhat  greater  than  in  19^3.  '  ■ 

Prices  for  the  coujitry  as  a  whole  declined  5  percent.    Decreases  occurret 
'in  all  States  hut  were  greatest  in  the  North  Atlantic  Region.    A  ceiling  price 
'of  $lU.OO  at  Chicago  on  live  hogs  weighing  over  2^0  pounds  was  announced,  effec- 
tive      May  I5,  I9UU.    The  ceiling  vrice  on  hogs  weighing  less  than  P^O  pounds 
remained  unchanged  at  $iU.75.     In  the  latter  -oart  of  the  year,  the  feed  situa-

Sheer)  and  lamhs:-  Cash  receipts  from  the  sale  of  sheep  and  lambs  in  19^ 
■was  12  percent  below  19^3*    Production  dropped  7  percent.    Average  -prices  for 
sheep  declined  9  "oercent  and  average  -prices  of  lambs  dropped  3  "percent. 

The  decline  in  -production  wa.s  auite  severe  in  New  York,  Iowa,  South 
Dakota,  Nebraska,  and  Nevada.     Increases  occurred  in  Arkansas,  Louisiana,  Texas, 
Arizona,  and  Oregon. 

Cash  recei-pts  from  marketings  dropped  rather  sharply  in  Missouri, 
Nebraska  and  Kansas  but  a  slight  increase  was  shown  in  Pennsylvania.  The 
■greatest  decline  in  prices  for  both  sheep  and  lambs  occurred  in  the  South 
Atlantic  Region  while  prices  of  sheep  in  New  Mexico  and  Arizona  showed  a  slight 
gain. 

The  lamb  crop  in  I9UU  was  the  smallest  since  I935  and  more  than  7  percent 
smaller  than  the  19^+3  crop.    There  was  a  7  percent  decrease  in  breeding  stock  - 
during  19^,  the  number  on  hand  January  1,  I9U5  being  lower  than  any  year  since 
1929. 

Because  of  the  relatively  large  amoxint  of  labor  required  in  sheep  raising, 
it  has  been  operating  under  considerable  disadvantage  during  recent  years 
because  of  high  labor  costs.     Stock  sheep  on  farms  and  ranches  have  declined 
17  percent  since  19^2,  and  this  downward  tendency  probably  will  continue  throxjgh 
19^5. 

Dairy  Products 

Milk  production  on  farms  in  I9UU  amounted  to  nearly  II9  billion  pounds 
which  was  812  million  pounds  greater  tha,n  in  19^3,  but  282  million  pounds  less 
than  the  record  production  in  19'^2^    The  number  of  mjlk  cows  on  farms  was  the 
highest  in  histtry,  but  average  production  per  cow  was  lower  than  for  any  year 
since  I938. 

Average  prices  received  for  milk  were  the  highest  in  nearly  ?5  years  and 
total  cash  income  for  milk  products  was  almost  3  hillion  dollars,  more  than  3 
times  as  great  as  in  I932  and  ahout  double  the  1932-^0  average.    Farmers  also 
received  about  3U5  million  dollars  in  Government  payments  in  connection  with 
the  Dairy  Production  Program. 

Demand  for  most  da.iry  products  during  19^^  continued  to  exceed  the 
supply,  but  supplies  of  fluid  milk  more  nearly  met  the  demand  than  m  iS  j>. 
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Total'  cash  receip'ts  from  milk  sold 'at  wholesale  in  l<^kk  aindunted  to   •  •  ] 
2,0Sh  million  dollars,  11  percent  more  than  in  I9^3»     ^^^is  increase  -wa's  '  ■  '

Milk  Sold  at  Retail 

The  sale  of  1  percent  less  milk  at  retain  in  19UU.than  in 'I9U3.  at  prices* 
which,  on  the  average,  were  3  percent  greater,  resulted  in  a  gain  of  .  2  percent 
in  cash  receipts.    The  greatest  regional  decrease  in  quantity  sold  occurred  in 
the  East  North 'Central  Region  which  shovred  a  drop  of  k  percent.    The  sharpest 
rise  in  price  took  place  in  some  of  the  West  North  Central  States  where  an  •

Butterfat  Marketings 

Cash  receipts  from  the  sale  of  cream  in  I'^kk  d<*clined  9  percent  compared 
with  19^3.  "^he  quantity  sold  dropped  10  percent,  and  prices  were  less  than 
half  a  cent  higher  than  in  19^3.  The  sharpest  declines  in  quantity  occurred  ■ 
in. some  of  the  Western  States.  A  drop  of  .5I  percent  occurred  in  California  tn: 
a  decline  of  30  percent  took  plafie  in  Idaho.  The  quantity  sold  in  the  Western 
Region  decreased  I6  percent.  Price  changes  vrere  very  slight  in  this  region'an: 
the  value  of  sales  aT?o  decliHed  I6  percent. 

Farm  Butter  Sold 

The  quantity  of  "butter  sold  in  l^kk  declined  U'perceht  from  191+3  while 
average  prices  for  the  United  States  remained  aboidt  thfe  sam'e,'^  The  value  of 
sales  also  decreased  about  k  percent.    Prices  in  most  States' were  slightly  ' 
lowpr  than  in  I9U3,  but  were  up  in  some  of  the  South  Atlantic  and  South  Central 
States.

Cash  receipts  from  the  sale  of  all  poultry  products  in  I9i^'^»w'ere  2,295 
million  dollars,  6  percent  less  than  in  I9U3.     Cash  receipts  from  all  items' in  ' 
this  classification  declined,  except  turkeys,  which  showed  a  gain  of  23  percent,

®ash  receipts  from  the  sale  of  eggs  in  19^U  amounted  to  1,336  million 
dollars,  6  percent  below  I9U3.    Cpsh  receipts  declined  rather  severely  in  the 
East  North  Central  and  West  North; Central  Re-ions.    Averagg  prices  for  the 
United  States  dropped  I3  percent,  but-  there  was  a  drop  of  15'percent  in  the 
East  North  Central  Region. 
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The  number  of  chickens  on  hanl  declined  11  percent  in  I9UU,  but  there  m: 
a  record  number  of  layers  on  farms  during  the  year.    The  number  of  eggs  sold  in 
I9UU  was  7  percent  greater  t|ian' in  I9U3.

Chickens 


Cash  income  from  the  sale  of  chickens  in  l()kk  decreased  I3  percent  from 
19i|3.     The  quantity  sold  in  the  Unit^  States  dro-pDed  11  percent,  and  there 
was  a  decrease  in  price  of  2  percent.    The  greatest  decreases  in  quantities 
sold  occurred  in  some  of  the  States  in  the  Western  Region,    There  was  a  drop

Prices  in  the  West  North  Central  Region  in  I9UU  remained  nearly  the  same

Broilers 

The  qua.ntity  of  broilers  produced  in  I9UU  declined  6  percent  from  19^3, 
No  significant  change  occurred  in  the  lorice  for  the  United  States,  and  there 
was  a  droTD  in  cash  receipts  of  6  riereent.    Over  ^40  percent  of  the  total  pro- 
duction took  place  in  Delaware,  Maryland,  and  Virginia.    Production  in  G-eorgia, 
-another  important  broiler  state,  increased  52  Dercent  from  I9U3  to  I9M+.  The 
sharpest  decline  in  production  —  23  percent  —  occurred  in  the  West  North 
Central  Region.

Turkeys 

Cash  receipts  f rom  tirkeys  in  19^^  were  I3S  million  dollars,  23  perceBt 
above  I9U3.

The  quantity  sold  was  relatively  high  in  the  East  North  Central  and  Western

high  in  the  East  North  Central  Region.     They  were       loercent  above  19^3

Average  prices  for  the  United  States  were  only  k  percent  above  19^3. 
in  the  West  North  Central  Region  they  were  9  percent  greater. 

Because  of  the  increase  in  the  ..reduction  of  the  ^f'^^'^-^^^^'J^J.'^^^^' 
bird,  turkeys  have  been  gradually  moving  onto  markets  at  ^^^""'^IZ/lTth  l^  T 
average  weights  of  all  birds  sold  in  19^^  was  I6.7  .rounds,  compared  with  15-9 
in  I9U1.    The  Pacific  coast  States,  where  large  supplies  are  raised  for  the 
hotel  and  restaurant  trad^  produced  the  heaviest  birds.
